Johin Real, the murderer of Police OMocer
Bmedick, of New York, will be hanged to-
morrow st the Tombs a that clty.

ASSATLT OX OFFICER SMEDICK.

Previously to the murder of Officer Smedick
on the night of Thursday, July 25, 1568, Real
had been arrested for assanlt upon this oflicer.
Iy appenrs that Real had sald that he “would do
for him.” ’l‘he{‘ had had several quarrels at va-
rious times. eal claimed thalt whenever he
obtalned o situation Smedick was sare to inter-
fere with him, report him to his employer as a
man of loose character, and thus secare his
discharge.

THE MURDER AND TIIE TRIAL,

On the night in question he lay in wait for
Smedick, and virtually shot him without giving
any warning. Real was arrested by Ofiicer Mee,
On being taken Lo the station house he was
asked whom he had shot, to which he replied
“Smekick,” and to the lnquiry if he was sure,
answered that if he was not it was not his fault.
He was (ricd before Judge Barnard, Daring the
trial the excitement was intense, especially
among the roughs and pot-housefpoliticians, who
filled the court-room, and threatened vengeance
upon the court and jury if he were convicted.
Notwithstanding these threais, the jory bronght
in a verdict o! gullty. The doors were closed,
and Judge Darnard sentenced the condemned at

midnight.
THE COURT OF APPEALS DECIDES AGAINST HIM.
A writ of error and slay of proceedings wus

last the appeal was argued ai General Term be-
fore Judges Clerke, Barnard, and Cardozo. The
principal exceptions were—first, to the exclu-
sion ol evidence on the part of the prisoner to
gliow threats of violence on the part of Smedick,
which had come to the knowledge of Real, and
also acts of violence committed upon him by the
decensed: fecond, to Judge Barnard's overruling
the objection of 8¢ L. Btuart, the prisoner's
coungel, to the question pul to the witness
Heury Real as to whether he had been in the
penitentiary., The General Term rendered its

granted by Judge Sutherland, and in November '
|

decigion in December last, Juodges Clerke
and Barpard concurring, aflirming the
judgment of the Oyer and Terminer.
Judge Clerke, in his oplnion, thus dis-
posed of the first objection above referred

to:—'‘The law justifies homicide only when an
actoal attempt hns been made to muorder the
person committing it, or to commit any felon
upon him, or upon or in any dwelling In whic
such person is, or in the lawful defense of any
such “person, or of his or her wife, husband,
parent, child, master, wmistress, or ser-
vant, when at the time of the attempt there is
reasonable ground to apprehend a desica to
commit & felony, or to do some great personal
injury, and when there is imminent danger of
the accomplishment of such desizgo: but appre-
hensions of a previous threat, followed by no
-overt act. do not justify homicide. I repeat, the
law prononnces it to be murder In the first
degree, while at the same time it affords an
eftectual remedy to the person against whom
the threat is made to protect him from danger
reasonably apprehended.”

Judge CUardozo, who delivered a dissenting
opinion, held that the question was whether
such testimony is admissible when there is proof
from which the jury may see tbat the deceasad
assaulted the prisoner when the fatal act was
done. In reference to the second objection,
Judge Cardozo held that the evidence was im-
properly admitted, as the prisoner was entitled
to insist upon his legal right to have the record
produced. even if the witness was willing to
answer.

The ease was argued in the Court of Appeals
in April last, and that tribunal affirmed the de-
cision of the general terny, and directed that the
judgment be executed.

HOW REAL ACCEPTED HIS FATE.

After thiz discussion Real was brought into
court and directed to stand up by Judge Ingra-
ham, who said:—<"You have been tried, found
guilty of the erime of murder, and sentenced to
execution. You have had writs of error issued
in your behalf to this court and to the Court of
Appeals, and in consequence thersof the time
fixed for the execution of your sentence has

assed. Bince that time the Court of Appeals

ave affirmed the judgment of conviction
against you, and have sent back the papers with
directions to proceed inthe enforcement of the
judgment. t becomes our duty, therefore,
under the statute, to designate the day when
the sentence of death heretofore pasamf upon

you shall be inflicted according to the statute;
therefore, it devolves npon wus to name a day
on which you shall be hanged. We have named
Friday, the Hth day of August, as the day on
which the sentence of death shall be carried
into effect.”

After seutencge had been pronounced Real said
“Very good, sir,”" and then listened very atten-
tively to the reading of the several documents
necessary, including the death-warrant.

When the reading of the papers had been eon-
cluded Reul turned to his counse! aud sald ‘‘the
Athing is done, I suppose?” and a few minutes
after he lelt the room and was taken to the
Ta:nlnbe. where he was confined o the condemuned
cell.

THE MURDERER AT HOME.

Real does not appear to have lost flash during

kis long confinement. He is hearty and appa

rently in the best of health. He isabout 5 feet

9 inches in beight, stoutly bullt, hair cat short
but mot cro ; his countenance is cheerful,
and does not bear traces of his having suffered
much agony. BStill he says, ‘‘be cannot help
thinking,” ns the hours are long, very long in
bis cell sometimes, Jle wears & red flannel
ghirt, neatly trimmed with white stripes, black
cassimere pants, kept in place by a neat stra

aronnd the body, and a handsome palir of well-
shined Balmoral gaiters. His appearance is
trim, and bis step Is light. He sald not loug
since that he was si:atlln uged to this way of
living, and even joked about the sasy times he
enjoyed. He bas living, and the best of

His cell is No. 73, second tier. It is about
10x13. The walls are neatly white, but have n
few coarse prints hung around various places,
“The floor is covered with a handsome three-ply.
A string is stretched from slde to side of the
room, on which are artistically wrought eurtains,
composed of cloths of various colors, prints
from illustrated papers, and interspersed after
vuarious fashlons—linselled paper—the whole
formisyg a screen and archway leading to the
lower end of the room, and hiding the furnlture,
The little window, looking upward to the sky,
lets In a dim light from the east.

HE STILL PROTESTS HIS INNOUBNCE,

Under the advice of his counsel, Real has
published what purports to be a detalled and
truthful account of the cireumstances under
which the fatal pistol was fired. He declares in
the most eolemn manner that he was uted
for months by Smedick in the most violent and

manner; that Bmedick, uoder show of
"m%m for drunkenness, beat him and
clubbed over and over agaip, until he was

one bruise; that what eoflicer, by
representing Lim as a thlef, caused him
to lose several situations that were

necessary to his livellhood. Real further de-
clares that the pistol with which he shot the
oflicer, eo far from having been purchased for
purpose, wos bought at the recommenda-

‘I need not gay to you, whom I have known
for so many years, how ;ilmllv I would heed the
ery for mercy and spare his 1ife if T could. My
judgement, however, tells me that the prisoner
was justly convicted of murder, and that the
interesta of the community demand that he
should suffer the penalty.

“The case presenis o clear and distinet issue
between law and lawlesspess, The law must be
vindicated.

“"Tell Real, therefore, he must die on the day
appointed for his execution.”

COLORED VOTERS.

Practlenl Ilustration of the Fiflteanth Amond-
ment In the South-Significant nod Amusing
Heemen nt the Polls,

The Louisville Journa!l of the 2d Inst. has the
following:—

The election yesterday, contrary to the expec-
tations of many, passed off in a quiet and orderly
manner. The grentest focility was afforded
every voler.

Sambo was in his glory. Congress had invested
him with a privilege that he had aspired to only
by proxy; and now that he was to really have
the right to vole, just like the white people,
pleased him ag a toy pleases a chikl.

They came arrayed in their best habiliments,
ag If to do honor to the oceasion, They were at
the polls lnur before the white people got up,
and thus their strength was polled at an early
hour, and at 9 o'clock the Kadieal ticket was
nctually ahead. But {rom that time thelr vote
slackened, and the steady tide of Demoeratic
voters soon overcame the little majority. and
finally left the black ticket far in the distance.

The park was a sallent point of attack with
Sambo & Co. The night before it was announced
in their churches and places of meeting that it
wouldn't do to vote for the park, because it was
gald it was to be for the white people exclu-
sively. Bo nearly every negro, with scarcely an
exceptlion indeed, plumped his vote against the
park. Bald one darkasy, “I objec’ to de park,”
and down went his name against it. Another
remarked with something of elogance, “I don't
prefer de park.” Ands with the darkey
vote and the property b ho was against
further taxation, and thos¢ who didn't care a fig
about it. The park was Leaten.

A few negroes, old and respected inhabitants,
voted the Democratic ticket. It gave deep
offense to the maes of the colored Hopulalion.
who uttered imprecations, both lond and deep.
Said one, *“Boys, don't you think ——— voted
wid de Democrats? He did, and my 'pinion is
any nigga which would vote wid de Democrats
ought to be drummed out of town.” *‘Yes,” said
another, “he ought to be drummed out of de
world.”

At the court-house n Democrat paid a nezro a
quarter to vote his ticket, but the darkey fooled
him, and finally slipped out into a crowd of his
people, and enjoyed a hearty laugh with them
over the trick he played. A slab-sided, cern-fed
darkey said:—**Dat is right. I's onejof dem dat
can't vote dat way. My boas agreed to give me
fifty cents a week, and he cheated me outen
twenty-five cents. 1 can't vote the same ticket
he does.”” An old negro man said to another:—
*‘Chile, I never did 'spect to see dis day, and I
Is happy. Iis, sure.” A bright vellow boy,
with [ust enough white blood {n hiz veins
to pake bhim a scamp, was persuading a
youth to go up and vote. The boy said, “I
won't. Iis only nineteen years old, and it aln’t
right.” The tempter told him nobody would
know it, but the boy refused and left.

At the Beventh ward a negro offered to vote.
“Where do you live?." said the judge. *‘Over
yonder—up dat street; been living dar twelve
mouths.”  ““What street is that?” asked the
judge. “‘Don’t know its name, sar.” *““Where
did you live before you moved there:” “Up
town, sar.” “On what street?™ “Don't know
de names of de streets, sar; I jis come to town!"
He was permitted to depart.

But few of the negroes could read their tickets,
but there was no difficulty on that score. ns
there were plenty of white men at the pols to
call out the names of the candidates for them.

It was quite amusing to watch them as they
gathered at the polls. One of the bravest would
warch in and vote, and then the others wonld
gather around him and eagerly inquire as to the
modus operand{ of casting a vote. One old darkey
was heard to say to several others: —*It ain't no
trouble to vote. It's jess as emsy. Any nigger
dat ain't ;fmt. gense enough to vole ought to be
knocked in de head.”
